CONSTITUTION. 



Article I. ThiB Association shall be known by the name of 
Coosa River Baptist Association. 

Art. II. It shall be composed of well-accredited messengers, 
appointed by regular Baptist churches which are united in this 
anion. 

Art. III. Its meetings shall be annual. 

Art. IV. Its officers shall be a Moderator, Clerk and Treasurer, 
who shall be elected, by ballot or otherwise, at each session, and 
hold office till their successors are declared duly elected. Provided, 
that the non-election of the Treasurer shall not interfere with 
organization. 

Art. V. The Association cannot rule, but may advise, the 
churches. But it has a full right to reject the messengers of any 
church not in order in faith or practice. 

Art. VI. Petitions for membership must be by letter and one 
or more messengers, and the Association in each cane is to judge on 
the question of reception. 

Art. VII. Each church of fifty members or less shall have 
three messengers, and one messenger for each fifty or fractional 
number over fifty. 

Art. VIII. This Association is in full sympathy with the spirit 
and ready to correspond and co-operate with all regular Missionary 
Baptist organizations for the spread of the gospel and the extension 
of the Redeemer's kingdom on earth ; but a difference of opinion on 
these matters shall not necessarily involve the question of fellowship. 

Art. IX. Churches composing this body will Ije expected to 
contribute to and sustain a contingent fund, which shall be depos- 
ited by the messengers, at eacii annual meeting, with the Finance 
Committee ; and other contributions for benevolent purposes will be 
earnestly sought and fostered by the Association. 

Art. X. This Association shall take cognizance of no query 
sent up from the churches unless they have endeavored to solve the 
same and have failed ; nor of any difficulty between churches unless 
they have pursued the directions contained in the 18th chapter of 
Matthew, and have not been able to settle it; then the Association 
shall take such matter into consideration and act upon it at its dis- 
cretion. 

Art. XI. This Constitution, or any article, may be amended or 
abolished, at a regular meeting, on the concurrence of a vote, by 
standing, of two-thirds of the messengers present : provided, that 
such intended change is announced by the Moderator at least six 
hours before the action is taken.

RULES OF DECORUM. 



Rule 1. The Association shall be opened and closed with prayer. 

Bulb 2. A Moderator and Clerk shall be chosen by the suffrages 
of the members present. 

Rule 8. The names of the members shall be called each day before 
proceeding to business, and no member shall absent himself 
from the Association unless he have leave or be sick and una- 
ble to attend. 

Rule 4. Visiting ministering brethren present shall be invited to 
seats in the Association. 

Rule 5. The Moderator shall preside over the Association, pre- 
serve order, and appoint all committees with the sanction of the 
Association. 

Rule 6. The Moderator may speak in debate on any question, 
appointing some other member to fill the chair temporarily, but 
shall not vote except in case of a tie. 

Rule 7. The Moderator shall decide all questions of order, sub- 
ject to an appeal to the Association by any two members. 

Rule 8. Every member when speaking shall rise from his seat, 
respectfully address the Moderator, confine himself to the ques- 
tion before the body, and avoid personalities. 

Rule 9. A motion made must be seconded and stated by the Mod- 
erator before debating ; and every motion shall be reduced to 
writing if the Moderator or any member desire it. 

Rule 10. When a motion is stated by the Moderator it is in pos- 
session of the Association, but may be withdrawn by the mover 
at any time before a decision or amendment. 

Rule 11. When a question is under debate no motion shall be 
received except to lay on the table, postpone indefinitely, com- 
mit or amend ; which said motions shall have precedence in the 
order in which they are stated. But a motion to adjourn is 
always in order, except when a member is speaking or the body 
engaged in voting. 

Rule 12. All questions, except such as relate to the Constitution, 
the Rules of Decorum or the reception or exclusion of churches, 
shall be decided by a majority of the votes ; in the excepted 
cases two-thirds are required. 

Rule 13. Filling blanks with particular numbers, the question 
shall first be taken on the highest number and longest time. 

Rule 14. When a motion has once been decided a member voting 
with the majority may move for reconsideration on any day 
during the session. 

Rule 15. No speaker shall be interrupted unless he be out of order, 
and no member shall speak more than twice on the same prop- 
osition without leave of the Association. 

Rule 16. No practice shall be allowed which has a tendency to 
interrupt speaking or the business of the Association. 

Rule 17. The appellation of " brother " shall be used by members 
in their addresses one to another. 

Rule 18. The Clerk shall read these rules at the opening of every 
session of the Association. 

Rule 19. Any member violating these rules shall be reproved by 
the Moderator.

REPORT ON PERIODICALS AND LITERATURE. 

The entrance of God's word gives light. No Christian can intel- 
ligently and usefully fill the measure of his responsibility, both per- 
sonal and relative, without the guidance of God's holy word. The 
scribe must be instructed unto the kingdom of heaven ; therefore 
the psalmist says, " Open thou my eyes that I may behold won- 
drous things out of thy law." 

Your committee therefore recommend to the individual members 
of our churches the reading more uniformly and more closely the 
grandest of all literature, the word of God, relying more upon the 
sword of the Spirit to fit and inform the soul for the practical work 
of Christianity than upon mere feeling, which at best is evanescent, 
and unless produced and sustained by the word of truth is not a sure 
guide. We also recommend the taking of our denominational papers, 
such as the Alabama Baptist, the State Mission Quarterly, the For- 
eign Mission Journal, the Home Field ; and in Sunday-school liter- 
ature the series known as the Southern Baptist Convention Series 
(formerly Kind Words) ; believing that the use of .these keeps the 
Christian man or woman abreast of the times and in line with the 
demands on personal responsibility and consecration.

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REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

The greatest enemy to our race is the drinking habit, a too 
strong indulgence in alcoholic beverages. 

If we refer back to the Confession of the Waldenses and Albi- 
genses, as far back as the year 1120, or nearly 600 yean ago, we 
would find a description of a drinking tavern or groggery as appli- 
cable now as then. 

It will be seen that strong drink holds its own, and that the 
fruits thereof are as deadly and destroying now as they were in 
ancient days. 

A tavern is the fountain of sin, the school of the Devil ; it works 
wonders fitting the place. It is the manner of God to show his 
power in the church and to work miracles — that is to say, to give 
sight to the blind, to make the lame go, the dumb to speak, the 
deaf to hear ; but the Devil does quite contrary to all this in a tav- 
ern, for when a drunkard goeth to a tavern he goeth uprightly, but 
when he cometh forth he cannot go at all, and he has lost his sight, 
his hearing and his speech. 

The lectures that are read in this school of the Devil are, glut- 
tonies, oaths, perjuries, lying and blasphemies, and divers other 
villainies, for in a tavern are quarrels, slanders, contentions, mur- 
ders. How is it now — now, in our progressive nineteenth century? 
About the same, if not worse. 

The able report of last year leaves nothing more to add, except 
a strong appeal to all the churches composing our Association to 
stamp drunkenness out of their midst, for it is, or at least seems to 
be, a lamentable fact that of all the public offenses committed that 
of drunkenness, in the person of a gray-headed saint( ?), is too often 
very leniently handled, if not entirely ignored. This ought not to 
be so, should not be so. The Church of Christ is able to cope with 
this evil. As charity commences at home, so let us endeavor, with 
the help of Gdd who is always our present help, in our own respec- 
tive churches to banish this crying evil, setting a good example to 
our fellow-men, and especially to our children ; and if a hundred 
thousand drunkards, as shown by last year's report, will have to fill 
drunkards 1 graves, let us pray daily that we ourselves may not 
prove stumbling-stones to our children, so that in time to come our 

Eosterity may receive from our hands and uphold and defend the 
anner of Temperance, now trampled under tne feet of the drunk- 
ards.

Committee on Centennial Work reported : 

REPORT ON CENTENNIAL WORK. 

It was with mingled feelings of anxiety and hope that your com- 
mittee undertook the important obligation of fostering and develop- 
ing a larger missionary spirit among our people, in celebration of 
the 100th anniversary of our modern missionary enterprise. It is 
with joy and thanksgiving that they present this report of the 
results, which have, in the main, been most gratifying. 




During the past associational year special Centennial meetings 
have been held at the following churches within onr limits, at each 
of which offerings were made: Harpersville, Fayetteville, Tallassa- 
hatchie, Syllacauga (Mt. Zion), Alpine, Winterboro, Wilsonville, 
Blue Eye, Lincoln, Seddon, Oxford, Cropwell, Talladega. Meet- 
ings were previously held at Pleasant Grove, Childersburg and 
Parker Memorial churches. In these special meetings your com- 
mittee had the assistance of such brethren as Rev. W. C. Cleve- 
land, D.D., Dr. Geo. B. Eager, Rev. W. H. 8mith, Rev. M. M. 
Wood, B. F. Riley, D.D., Dr. S. C. Clopton and Rev. J. M. Waller, 
in iddition to those in charge of the churches. 

Our State was requested by the Southern Baptist Convention to 
raise $15,000 toward this object, and the work throughout Alabama 
has been most satisfactory, over $13,000 having already been raised 
and paid in to the Boards. In his report of the work in this State, 
the chairman, Dr. Geo. B. Eager, says : " We have had our share of 
disaffection and opposition among brethren to contend with, not to 
speak of a number of important pastoral changes which embar- 
rassed or interfered with the collection of numerous pledges to the 
work. But despite all this we have been cheered by a thousand 
evidences of sympathy and interest, by good audiences and good 
collections for the most part, by the evident presence and power of 
the Holy Spirit in many of our meetings, and by the growing con- 
viction in the minds of our best people all over the State that the 
work will accrue to the permanent benefit of the cause of missions 
and true love of Christ and lost men." He gives special credit to 
Rev. W. B. Crumpton, the efficient State Secretary, for the success 
of the work in Alabama, who in turn generously attributes it to the 
assistance of about fifty of our busiest pastors. 

As the State Board has extended the centennial period till next 
November, we earnestly hope Alabama's full quota will be secured. 
Above all, we trust the vantage which has been gained will prove 
permanently uplifting and broadening in its influence on the 
churches of our Association and State, that henceforth we may be 
missionaries not only in profession but in reality

Committee on State Missions reported : 

REPORT ON STATE MIS8IONS. 

Tin. - and experience have shown not only that there is no con- 
flict between State Missions and those of the Domestic Board of the 
State Board, bnt that an amount of work has been accomplished 
by the State Board tbat could not have been accomplished by any 
other agency. The truth is, moral duties, like moral truth, in the 
hands of good men, always will harmonize-. For when all agencies 
for spreading the gospel shall have been prosecuted to the last result 
much will remain undone. 

The profoundest expression of concern for others which the 
word of God contains is a union of patriotism and Christianity : " I 
say the truth in Christ. I lie not; my conscience also bearing me 
witness in the Holy Ghost that I have great heaviness and con- 
tinual sorrow in my heart, for I could wish that I myself were 
accursed from Christ for my brethren, my kindred according 
to the flesh." Perhaps it is not in the power of language to express 
a more intense anxiety. The full force of the two strongest emo- 
tions that can stir the human heart, the love of country and the 
love of Christ, are combined in the passage, giving to it an air of 
mystery which has repelled the criticisms of ages. Thus much it 
doth mean, if no more, that the condition of his countrymen awak- 
ened in the apostle's heart the last agony of concern that could 
appeal to it. No other aspect of our fallen humanity ever could 
arouse a deeper deptb. 

The work of our State Mission Board strikes this very chord in 
our hearts. Our own State presents the field, our own people the 
object, of our christian philanthropy. The future history and des- 
tiny of Alabama is our future history and destiny. 

Brethren, we lay the emphasis of our work here. We bid you 
look over your own State. We ask you to consider your own home 
and the future home of your children. We beg you to consider 

? ^ourselves as parts of this old commonwealth, bound up in its 
uture career for weal or woe. We urge you to realize that under 
God you are now sitting in judgment upon that future career ; that 
you are now called upon to operate an agency that will make that 
future glorious, or, failing in this, doom it to darkness and ruin. If 
there be truth in Christianity, the hope of this country, of this 
world, it is in a pure, spiritual, Bible Christianity. Is it expecting 
too much that this body, that the Baptists of Alabama, shall give to 
this work their wisest .counsels, their most fervent prayers, and 
their most liberal contributions, until the entire State shall be occu- 
pied by the missionaries of the cross ? We trust not. 

We think the lack of system in our country churches is the prin- 
cipal hindrance to financial success, as is shown by the fact that the 
most liberal churches are those most persevering in pursuing a reg- 
ular system of collections for mission work. We feel that there is 
an unholy war being waged against our Corresponding Secretary 
and his agents for confining themselves to the city churches. We 
feel that the country churches are not educated to christian giving 




as they should be, but when the faithful pastor tries to teach them 
that christian giving is christian living some of the members say, 
" I will stay away from church if the preacher don't quit begging so 
much." Bat they should be taught that when they give to State 
missions their own destitute in Alabama get the benefit. 

The State Board has been organized eighteen years, and we 
find from the reports that there is less interest in the State mis- 
sion work now than there was in 1890 and '91. In 1891 the Coosa 
River Association paid to State missions $546.80, in 1892 $215.02— a 
falling off of $331.78 in one year. This ought not to be so. We 
therefore recommend that the ministers preaching to churches in 
the bounds of this Association be requested to preach a missionary 
sermon to their churches in January next and take up a collection 
in cash and pledges to be paid to the next Association for mission 
work. G. S. Hah, Chairman. 

Committee on Bible and Colportage Work reported : 
REPORT ON BIBLE AND COLPORTAGE WORK. 

Through the wisdom of the last State Convention this board 
became a department of the State Board of Missions, retaining Bro. 
Collier as iis secretary. 

This is one of the most important works of the Baptists of Ala- 
bama. It is truly a mission work. David speaks of the Bible as a 
''lamp to our feet and a light to our path;" and again he says, 
" The law of the Lord is perfect, converting the soul ; the testimony 
of the Lord is sure, making wise the simple ; the statutes of the 
Lord are right, rejoicing the heart ; the commandment of the Lord 
is pure, enlightening the eyes. More to be desired are they than 
gold, yea, than much fine gold, sweeter also than honey and the 
honeycomb, and in keeping of them there is great reward." Paul 
says : " For the word of God is quick and powerful and sharper 
than any two-edged sword." " It has God for its author and salva- 
tion for its end." It is the book of books and contains the knowl- 
edge of all other books ; therefore it should be given to the children 
of men. No work is of more importance than the spread of God's 
word. The translation of the Bible was the chief and crowning 
glory of WyclifF's life and the lever by which the papal power of 
Great Britain was overthrown. More than a century before Martin 
Luther was born Wycliff planted the seeds of the reformation which 
was to shake the Romish church to its center. Truly he was " the 
Rising Star of the Reformation." What the Bible was to past ages 
it has been to the present and will be to the future—" the power of 
God unto salvation." 

The Baptists should delight in giving the Bible to the world. It 
is indeed a Baptist book. While others are anxious to give a book 
of common prayer and a copy of their discipline to the people, the 
Baptists would rather put into their hands a copy of the word of 
God, which is able to make them wise unto salvation. 

The department has in the field thirteen colporteurs, but the 
stringency in money matters has greatly retarded the work. They 
have bought of the department during the year between $500 and 
$600 worth of books, and have paid in to the Board near $250. They 
report it hard to sell books, owing to the scarcity of money, and 
very little has been done in that line. Yet tney are on the go, try- 
ing to do what they can in the Master's name, distributing tracts, 
donating the word of God to the destitute, and preaching and hold- 
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ing services with families destitute of the privilege of public wor- 
ship. The sales of the Board up to August 1 amounted to $3331. 
While the Board is greatly encouraged by the patronage of the 
Sunday-schools, yet much remains to be done to induce them to 
order their supplies through the Board. For the month of June the 
Board received orders from 260 schools, and they earnestly desire 
that every school in the State order through the department. The 
price is the same as at the publishing nouse, and by ordering 
through the department the schools contribute 15 per cent of their 
orders to the Board, thereby helping them to pay expenses and to 
donate to schools unable to supply themselves. The contributions 
fall far short of last year up to date. The contributions last year 
were nearly $600; this year about $200. The department needs 
money badly ; it is in debt, and the debt must be paid. Your com- 
mittee would recommend that the churches take up special collec- 
tions at an early date for this work and forward at once to the Board. 
We would also urge that every Association put a missionary and 
colporteur in the field, not so much to visit our towns and villages 
as to go into the destitute regions, in the mountains and hills, 
preaching as they go, scattering tracts and selling good books and 
the word of God. thereby educating the people. The cause of Christ 
will be promoted, the missionary spirit strengthened and Alabama 
redeemed for Christ. F. G. Mullen, Chairman. 

Committee on Foreign Missions reported : 

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSlQNB. 

The past year has, perhaps, been characterized by a profound er 
sense of obligation, among Southern Baptists, to give the gospel to 
the nations of earth than any preceding it. This has been due, in 
large measure, to the interest awakened throughout our borders by 
the Centennial of Missions, which, strictly speaking, was a celebra- 
tion of the foreign missionary movement. For more tham a year 
there was heard in our churches and read in our papers the story of 
the heroism of Carey, Marshman, Ward, Judson and their success- 
ors, who counted not their lives dear unto themselves so that they 
might finish their course with joy, and the ministry which they had 
received of the Lord Jesus to testify the gospel of the grace of God. 
This stirred the great Baptist heart and enthused the best element 
of our people in such a degree that there has been larger liberality, 
and the churches, it is hoped, have been permanently raised to a 
higher spiritual plane. If this shall prove true, the honored breth- 
ren who conceived and fostered the Centennial Celebration will 
have written their names ineffaceably on the pages of our history 
and will have built for the ages. 

One object which was kept before the denomination throughout 
the Centennial year was the suggestion of the Foreign Mission 
Board that " as a suitable and wise memorial the Baptists of the 
South, among other objects of religious effort, should during the 
Centennial year strive to put one hundred missionaries in the for- 
eign field — one missionary for each year of this missionary era — and 
to increase correspondingly every department of missionary work." 
It is with great satisfaction that your Committee states that about 
fifty of these missionaries have been sent out to the different pagan 
ana papal fields, and that others have already applied for appoint- 
ment, ready to go as soon as the denomination shall give the Board 
the means wherewith to defray their expenses. During the last 
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Centennial year there were baptisms in oar foreign fields as follows : 
In Italy, 72; in Brazil, 96; in Mexico, 94; in Japan, 26; in Africa, 
20 ; in China, 75. There was received daring the Centennial year 
from all sources $155,937.23. It is bat just to say that various States 
had not reported their full centennial collections when this report 
was rendered, and that in several of them the period has been 
extended. It is dne our noble women and the young people also to 
state that $36,042.78 was raised by them for this Board in the year 
1892-93, an increase of over $11,000. Your Committee calls the 
attention of the Association to the fact that since the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention met in Nashville in May tbe faithful and honored 
Corresponding Secretary of the Board for a quarter of a century, 
Rev. H. A. Tupper, D.D., has resigned and has been succeeded by 
Rev. R. J. Willingham, D.D., of Memphis; also to the fact that 
the efficient Assistant Corresponding Secretary lor several years, 
Dr. T. P. Bell, closed his labors with the conventional year, to 
assume the Corresponding Secretaryship of the Sunday-school 
Board of the Convention. It is believed by wise brethren that Dr. 
Willingham will make us an earnest, consecrated and efficient sec- 
retary. 

Let all our churches rally to the support of this Board and its 
missionaries, and pray and contribute regularly to the end that the 
nations of earth may become the people of our God and his Son 
Jesus Christ, that he may reign from the rivers to the ends of the 
earth. J. A. French, Chairman.

Committee on General Education reported : 

REPORT ON GENERAL EDUCATION. 

One popular error is that education consists in pouring into the 
young mind the contents of text-books. Education, however, is to 
draw out, not to pour in. It is the harmonious development or 
drawing out of all the powers— mental, moral and physical. To 
gain knowledge and train the intellectual faculties is only a small 
part of true education. 

The feelings are to be disciplined, the passions are to be 
restrained, true and worthy motives are to be inspired, a profound 
religious feeling is to be instilled, and pure morality inculcated 
under all circumstances. 

The object of education should be to give children resources 
that will endure as long as life shall last; that will make life pleas- 
ant, dignified and useful, age venerable, sickness more tolerable, 
and death less terrible. 

The formation of character — that which does more to make the 
real man or woman of subsequent life, the moulding forces which fix 
their impress most lastingly on the mind and heart — are in the 
home. In the home are concentrated those agencies and influences 
which fashion and indellibly stamp the character of the young for 
good or ill, for time and eternity. 

The child's education should begin in tbe mother's arms. High 
authority has said that a man learns more the first five years that 
he lives than in his whole life thereafter. The work of laying the 
foundation of a child's education must be done in the home. It 
cannot be delegated to the teacher, because for good or evil it is 
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already laid when the child begins its school days. The home 
training of children is the first, most important and imperative 
Christian duty. 

Then the children should be sent to the country or neighborhood 
schools, as it is here the masses mast be educated. These schools 
should be made better, and should include all the studies from pri- 
mary up to the junior class in the best college. Make these schools 
so good that none would go to another because there was no other 
better to go to. And all leaving these schools would be good and 
thorough scholars and equipped for the battle of life. 

We have two denominational colleges in the State, one for boys 
and one for girls, the Howard and the Jucison. And after passing 
through the schools above named, if there are those able to do so 
or those who wish to make special preparation for special callings 
in life, then let them take a full course in these institutions. 

At any cost or sacrifice, educate your children. Educate your 
sons and daughters, that their lives may be happy and useful, that 
they may attain unto perfect manhood and womanhood both for this 
life and that which is to come. 

Educate, because education is one of the strongest bulwarks 
and safeguards of our republican government. Educate, because 
Christian education is second in importance to the Christian religion 
and is religion's strongest auxiliary, either in advancing or main* 
taining its doctrines. J. C. Wright,

REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 

When we look back over the past fifty years of our denomina- 
tion's history, we have great cause to " thank God and take cour- 
age." A small handful of simple-hearted, uncultured laborers 
have grown into a large body of cultured, well-disciplined men who 
are a pride not only to our State but to our Southern Zion. We 
congratulate the denomination on the progress we have made in 
ministerial education, and while we gratefully acknowledge the 
splendid work accomplished by that grand army of unlettered 
heroes who have gone forth in the fear of God with staff in hand 
and the Bible under their arms ; and while we grant that there 
always has been and always will be work for these men to do ; and 
while we would in no wise cast any reflection upon them or under- 
value their services, yet in the judgment of your Committee the 
demands of the times make a higher and broader education in our 
ministry imperative. 

The noble band of consecrated men who have gone before have 
felled the forest and prepared the way, and are now going home 
rejoicing, bearing many sheaves ; but with the advance of the age 
and the higher culture of the few, the ministry must keep step or 
fall short of the full measure of their usefulness. 

The students of science are developing every day some new 
truth, and in many instances these truths appear to conflict with 
revelation. But science is the essence of truth, and God is truth ; 
hence every truly scientific fact must be a footprint of the Creator. 
Now there can be no conflict between true science and revelation, 
for both are God's work ; and we plead for a ministry so broadly 
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educated thai they shall be able to demonstrate to the educated

Committee on the Evangelization of the Colored People 

reported : 

EVANGELIZATION OF THE COLORED PEOPLE. 

Your Committee assumes that Baptists, and Christians of what- 
ever name, agree that the colored race should be evangelized. We 
consider no argument necessary on this point But how to evangel- 
ize the colored race is the question we should consider. 

First. The negroes are in great need of Bible instruction. Many 
of their preachers are ignorant in regard to the teaching io the 
Bible and the hearers*are being fed on ignorance and hallucinataon. 

Second. We would suggest that all work done among the race 
he to the end of giving them proper instruction and to impress upon 
them their responsibility of obeying the teachings of the Bible.

That all work among the colored race should be to 
impress upon them their responsibility to obey the teachings of the 
Bible, the commands of God and the laws of our land, 
cioie, Jno.

Committee on Woman's Work reported : 

REPORT ON WOMAN'S WORK. 

The precise sphere which woman should fill in church and state 
has been a matter more or lees of controversy. The great apostle 
to the gentiles is very pronounced against woman preaching, and 
he lays upon it his solemn disavowal. Still, in the 14th chap- 
ter oi PhiUppians he speaks words of commendation for those 
women who had labored with him in the gospel. While he enjoins 
silence in church he did not enjoin silence upon women everywhere 
else. Though silence be enjoined upon her in the congregation, she 
still is to be a religious force. The apostle seems to have been set- 
ting bounds to woman's endeavor in a wrong direction that such 
endeavor might be exerted in a right direction. 

The hand of woman is to be recognised in the kingdom of grace, 
and with her earnest devotion and sublime faith she has a blessed 
work to do, a work upon the doing of which the benediction of 
heaven descends. She has a definite work to do and her religions 
power is to be felt. The power which she is to exert is a specific 
force, which to be effective must be exerted in that way which God 
has given it tendency. In our day, when every religions and irre- 
ligious, moral and immoral force is being exerted for all it is worth, 
we need not wonder that woman, with the earnestness of her seal 
and the sublimity of her faith, should demand recognition as a 
religious power. She is naturally opposed to vice and devoted to 
religion, and her place could not be filled in the church of Christ. 
Since the morning of resurrection she has stood in the foreground of 
God's dispensation of mercy. Of late years she has made such 
attainments in church work and usefulness that some seem to think 
she may go too far. There is little need of any such apprehension, 
it seems to us. Let woman do that work to which God has called 
her in the church. In nothing does the pro g res s of religious activ- 
ity in our day assert itself more than in the fact that woman's work 
is a well-defined and intelligent field of religious activity. As a 
religion* force woman is here to stay until ±»er mission is accom- 
plished and fulfilled. A church with a well-organised ladies' aid 
society cannot die of inanition. There will be religious life in a 
church so long as there are devoted women to hold up the preach- 
er's hands and labor with him as those good women labored with 
the Apostle Paul. j^ - 

Every year witnesses a steady increase end a wider-spread field 
of labor which good and devoted women are so well suited to occupy. 
More societies are being organized, more force is brought to bear, 
more good accomplished ; and so it is that every year woman is 
becoming a greater blessing to the world .
